The facts are as follows. The person concerned is 
present managing director of a firm known as the British = afb Bee and 
Research Company of Grantham who mamfacture Hispano Suiza 20 m,.cuns for us. 
Kendall is of American origin and may now have both British and American 
Papers. He has not yet obtained an exit permit nor do we in fact know that 
he intends to leave this country ami take the plans with hin. Our 
investigation for the moment is purely precautionary. 


The plans in question are those of the Mk.II Hispano Suiza 20 m. 
gum and are the property of this Goverrmment which has pat a good deal of 
research into them. Copies of the plans are in possession of the British 
M.A.R.Coy.e who will shortly be manufacturing this type of gm. For purpéses 
of producticn they will of course have to have copies made and what we are 
afraid of is that Kendall, who is not at the moment entirely persona grata, 
and may sooner or later be relieved of his post with the company, may obtain 
copies of these plans and take them out of the country. He might do this 
himself or through agents. 


The whole of the plans, specifications and drawings would, I 
understand, form a package ef about 18" x 14" x 3” and if copied in their 
original farm the basic plans would be marked "issued by D.Arm.D" and bear 
the following mmbers:-

There are also inmmerable subsidiary drawings. 


Furthermore, drawings might be copied without the above mmbers 
and may therefore be difficult to identify by the uninitiated. 


We could of course easily issue an order, under ontDefence 
Regulation or another, directing that the plans should not leave the 
factory without this Ministry's approval or or sayeepoasr, Kendall from 
having in his possession copies of these plans. The expedients, 
however, would not effeoatively ensure that, if Kenflall chose to 
ignore tham, he could not “get away with it", The only effective 
remedy therefore appears to be control at the ports of exit and it 
is on this that I am asking you to advise.
